1. APPRECIATE RECEIPT REFTEL A PRIOR TO MEETING BY 
MISOFF WITH MYASNIKOV, SMOLIN AND MISHARIN OF USSR 
MISSION AND INTERPRETER NAIDENOV. 

2. PROPOSAL PER PARA 1 REFTEL A WAS RECEIVED WITH CON- 
SIDERABLE DISCUSSION BY OTHER SOVIETS WITH MYASNIKOV (IN 
RUSSIAN) OF WORDING COMPARED TO 1971 SENTENCE, CONCLUDED 
BY REITERATION BY MYASNIKOV OF IMPORTANCE ATTACHED TO 
1971 SENTENCE AND ASSURANCE THAT PROPOSAL WOULD BE COM- 
MUNICATED TO MOSCOW. 

3. MYASNIKOV THEN NOTED THAT HE HAD JUST RECEIVED 
INSTRUCTIONS FROM MOSCOW ON PRIVATE COMMUNIQUE. THESE 
WERE AS FOLLOWS (SEE TEXT PARA 4 REFTEL B): 

A. DELETE PHRASE " AND THE EXPOSURES OF POPULATIONS 
WHICH WOULD RESULT” AT END OF SENTENCE WHICH BEGINS 
"AN IMPORTANT PART," ETC. 
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PHRASE IN QUESTION READS "WOULD NOT EXCEED 10 PERCENT.” 
C. DELETE LAST SENTENCE OF TEXT, WHICH REFERS TO 
U.S. EXPERTS MENTIONED DOSE COMMITMENT CONCEPT AND 
TRITIUM. 

4. RE ITEM C ABOVE, MYASNIKOV STATED THAT IN LIGHT OF 
U.S. PROPOSAL FOR SENTENCE PER PARA 1 REFTEL A, MOSCOW 
WILL RECONSIDER NEED FOR DELETION LAST SENTENCE. 

5. HE ALSO HAD INSTRUCTIONS RE RESPONSE TO INQUIRY 
WHICH WERE AS FOLLOWS: 

A. DELETE SENTENCE WHICH IDENTIFIES HEADS OF 
DELEGATIONS. 

B. ADD SENTENCE AT END OF TEXT, TO READ QUOTE 

BOTH SIDES AGREED TO CONTINUE THE EXCHANGE OF VIEWS 
ON THIS MATTER. UNQUOTE. 

6. HE WENT ON TO NOTE THAT FURTHER DISCUSSION OF BOTH 
TEXTS WILL PROBABLY BE NECESSARY AND SPECULATED THAT 
SUCH DISCUSSION MIGHT BE MOST CONVENIENT IN MOSCOW 
SINCE U.S. EXPERTS WERE EXPECTED THERE SHORTLY ON OTHER 
MATTERS. HE SEEMED TO RULE OUT VIENNA BY POINTING OUT 
THAT HE WAS DEPARTING SHORTLY AND THAT U.S. EXPERTS HAD 
ALREADY LEFT. AS HE CONTINUED TALKING, HE ZEROED IN 

ON MOSCOW AS SITE FOR FURTHER DISCUSSION. 

7. MISOFF POINTED OUT THAT MISSION WAS UNINFORMED OF 
U.S. PERSONNEL GOING TO MOSCOW SO THAT NO ASSURANCE 
COULD BE GIVEN BY HIM THAT APPROPRIATE PEOPLE WOULD BE 
PRESENT THERE, BUT IF THEY WOULD BE PRESENT, THAT MIGHT 
BE MOST CONVENIENT. IN MEANTIME, COMMENTS WOULD BE 
REPORTED TO WASHINGTON. 

8. MYASNIKOV WAS RELAXED AND DISPLAYED NO SENSE OF 
URGENCY ON MATTER OF AGREEMENT ON TEXTS, REINFORCING 
IMPRESSION GIVEN BY ANTIASOV (REPORTED IAEA VIENNA 809) 
THAT USSR HAS LOST INTEREST IN ISSUING TEXT OF RESPONSE 
TO INQUIRY. PORTER 
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
